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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment was received on 12/8/2008, and has been entered and 
made of record. Currently, claims 1,4-10 and 13 - 18 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments (see Remarks 12/8/2008) with respect to claims 1,4-10 
and 13-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of these 
claims have been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on 12/8/2008. These drawings are acceptable. 

Specification 

4. The amendments to the title and specification were received on 12/8/2008. 
These amendments are acceptable. Amendments to the specification are based upon 
support found in the original disclosure as filed {page 5, lines 9-11). No new matter 
was added. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. Claims 1,4-10 and 13 - 18 are allowed. 
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Referring to claims 1 and 10, the innovative limitation that distinguishes the 
Applicant's claim is the association of a time stamp with each rendered font, which 
corresponds to the time when the font was rendered, and the deletion of rendered 
bitmapped font images based upon a selected period of time relative to its associated 
time stamp (see Remarks 12/8/2008 [page 9, line 18 - page 10, line 2], Interview 
Summary 11/13/2008, Fig. 2 and Specification [page 5, lines 8-11]). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

bitmap font (see Abstract and Figs. 2 - 3). 
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Quach ef al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,548,325) disclose a system for managing 
multiple format fonts in an image generating device, wherein the system stores a font in 
a selected storage area, removes the selected font stored in the storage area and 
locates the selected font stored in the storage area (see Abstract and Figs. 3 and 5). 

Nguyen ef al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication Nos. 2008/0046835 and 
2006/0095838), which have a common inventor, disclose object-oriented processing of 
tab text (see Abstract). 

Nguyen etal. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0019848), which 
have a common inventor, disclose a method for dynamically inserting and removing tab 
text (see Abstract). 

Kuwata etal. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0222916), which 
have a common inventor, disclose object-oriented processing of tab text (see Abstract).
